The old dance hall stood fac- 
ing 620 Live Oak Avenue. 

Not used at all for the past 
three years or so, it was a used 
furniture “buy and sell” store 
before that, and during World 
War II served the younger set 
and the soldiers at Dibble Hos- 
pital as a roller skating rink. 

It’s original use apparent- 

ly started in the mid-’20’s, 
when it replaced the old 
T.N.T. Hall situated near the 
intersection of El Camino 
Real and Oak Grove Avenue. 

Tom Kearney, who became 
police chief in 1931, recalls 
that the Blue Moon was the 
scene of dances weekends 
which didn’t always continue 
decorously. 

“We had some dandy fights 
there,” he said this week. He 
was speaking from the point of 
view of the officer who was 
called in to break them up, be- 
cause he was the only police- 
man in town at the time. 

Files of the Recorder indi- 
cate that, during the mid-’30’s, 
the neighbors weren’t always 
pleased with the carryings-on 
at the hall. The files show that 
on several occasions the dance 
hall operator was called in by 
the city council, to hear of the 
complaints of noise. 

QUIET DOWN 

Things would apparently 
quiet down for a while, after 
such lecturings, because the 
dance hall apparently stayed in 
operation during most of the 
decade. 

William Casey, who now 
works at a local bank, recalls 
the skating rink. 

“It must have stayed in oper- 
ation from 1941 until 1944 or 
1945,” he says. I used to do a 
lot of skating there, during my 
high school days.” 

By modern building stand- 
ards, it wasn’t much of a struc- 
ture, having only single walls 
to screen the dancers from the 
outside temperature, and the 


neighbors from the noises 
emanating from inside. 
It had extensive shutters 


under the roof at both ends, 
too, which could be opened for 
ventilation on warm summer 
nights. 

It didn’t take the wreckers 
long to pull the old building 
down; workers of the Beaver 
Wrecking Co. of Sunnyvale did 
the job.

The chief added the com- 
ment that improved water sup- 
ply was available in many parts 
of the district. 

During 1962, the report 
showed, the department an- 
swered a total of 1123 calls. 
But only 444 of these were to 
actual fires, and only 98 of 
these involved buildings as 
such. 

In the breakdown, however, 
it was noted that another cate- 
gory of dwelling appeared to 
be involved more often in 
fires: The firemen were cCall- 
ed to house trailers, to attend 
fires, a total of 111 times dur- 
ing the year. 

Too, although the house it- 
self might not have been in- 
volved as such, the firemen 
were called out on numerous 
occasions when a_ building 
could have been involved. 


These included calls to 
quench chimney fires (3); 
grease fires (11); clothes 
drier fires (11); washing ma- 
chine fires (2); television 
sets afire (1); mattresses 
afire (5); and dishwashers, 
chairs, ovens, furnaces and 
couches, all in houses which 
didn’t themselves become in- 
volved. 

Calls to firemen in which 
fires weren’t involved included 
120 smoke investigations. 

These covered a multitude of 
items including cases where 
the fire had been put out be- 
fore firemen arrived, to cases 
in which residents smelled un- 
familiar odors not connected 
with any fire at all. ' 

False alarms were preva-| 
lent; the firemen answered 96 
of them during the year. 

The firemen also responded 
to 163 emergencies where fire 
wasn’t involved; these includ- 
ed everything from persons 
locked out of their houses to 
aiding heart attack victims. 
MAJOR CAUSES 

Mechanical failure and faul 
ty construction were lumped 
together as the main cause of 
fires, accounting for 104 (23.42 
per cent) of the 444 actual 
blazes to which the firemen re- 
sponded. 

Carelessness ranked a close 
second, accounting for 19.37 
per cent of the alarms. 

Careless smoking, ‘“undeter- 
mined,” and children playing 
with matches also were major 
causes of fire during the year, 
the report said. 

During the year there were 
30 fires in which the loss was 
estimated at more than $1000, 
according to the report. 

Most costly fire involved 
a restaurant at 2651 El Cami- 
no Real and caused an esti- 
mated $33,163.47 loss, accord- 
ing to the firemen. A dwell- 
ing at 1860 Camino por los 
Arboles burned to an extent 
estimated at $21,000 to regis- 
ter the second largest single 
loss of the year. 

Response of off-shift firemen 
to alarms was high. On the av- 
erage, five men responded to 
each alarm — well above the 
complement of the engine com- 
panies involved. 

But in the cases of major 
fires — those where the loss 
proved to be $1000 or more

Coming Shortly, Says Smith 


Registration dates for Rav- 
enswood City School District 
summer school are getting clos- 
er, Asst. Supt. of Schools Phil- 
ip A. Smith reminded local par- 
ents this week. 

Th signup periods will be 
held on two consecutive Satur- 
days — March 30 and April 6 
— from 8 a.m. until 12 noon at 
Willow, Brentwood and Kava- 
naugh School multi-use rooms. 


Smith noted that these are 
the three schools which will 
be used for summer session 
work. In addition, adjoining 
junior schools will be parti- 
ally utilized. 


“Registration must take 
place at the center your child 
will attend,’ Smith noted. 

The Kavanaugh-Green Oaks 
center will take students from 
east of Bayshore, north of Un- 
iversity Avenue and half of 
the University Village subdivi- 
sion, east of Purdue Avenue. 

The Brentwood/Garden Oaks 
summer school center will 
have students attending from 
University Village west of 
Purdue and the east-of-Bay- 
shore area which is south of 
University Avenue. 

Students residing west of 
Bayshore will attend the Wil- 
low/Menlo Oaks _ summer 
school center. 


This year’s summer school 
principals are Neil Mulford, 
Kavanaugh/Green Oaks;

“Parents should enroll 
children only if they can guar- 
antee unbroken attendance, ex- 
cept for illness,” Smith said.

Last year’s program was op- 
erated on this “no baby-sitting” 
principle, Smith indicated. It 
was highly successful, he said, 
due to the improved attend- 
ance requirements and a wider 
variety of summer school clas- 
ses. 

This year’s five-week pro- 
gram begins on June 24 and 
ends on July 26. The Fourth 
of July is the only holiday 
within this period. School 
hours will be 8:30 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. and children must 
attend the full four hours, 
Smith said. 

Most, students who live with- 
in the district and are current- 
ly enrolled in grades two 


through seven are eligible for | 


summer school. 

However, youngsters with 
record of habitual misbehavior 
will not be admitted to 
summer session, Smith said. 

Parents of these youngsters 
may appeal to their sum 
school principal and may, a 
his descretion, have their child 
admitted on a conditional be 
sis.

have three electives. The one 
non-elective class must be 
the fields of reading or arith 
metic.

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Police Connect 
BurglarSuspect 
To Local Raids 


A rifle found in the rear seat 
of a car operated by a San Car- 
los burglary suspect “definitely 
connects” the suspect with a 
series of burglaries committed 
in Menlo Park, Police Chief 
George Potter said this week. 

The suspect, Fred J. aPrks 
of Monte Bello, 22, was arrest- 
ed in San Carlos March 8 in 
the vicinity of a lumber com- 
pany office which officers in 
that city said he apparently 
was burglarizing. He was to 
face the San Carlos charges 
early this week. 

But meantime, police estab- 
lished that the serial number 
on the gun — one of several 
found in the car — identified 
it as one taken a weekend ear- 
Mmilier from the Shreve Sport 
Shop, 705 Oak Grove Ave., 
Chief Potter said. 

When the gun was first re- 
covered, it was established that 
its serial number was the same 
as that on factory invoices, ex- 
cept that the final symbol in it 
was an “x” instead of a “4.” 

Later contact with the gun 
factory established that the 
final symbol was actually a 
factory code symbol, not ne- 
cessarily recorded accurate- 
ly on the invoices, Chief Pot- 

ter said. 

(The gun last week was er- 
roneously reported by the Re- 
corder to be a shotgun. It was 
actually a 30-30 rifle —Ed.) 

Parks also suspected of burg-

Extremists Not Best 
For School Boards 


The campaigns for positions on area school boards 
have opened and there are those who would have us be- 
lieve that the contests are to be resolved as contests be- 
tween those in favor of “the basics” and those in favor of 
“progressive education’— a contest between conservatives 
and liberals, if you prefer. 

Most of the liberals probably aren’t as bad as all that. 
The sometimes rather ill-directed experiments which went 
on in classrooms a generation ago are a thing of the past; 
much of what was tried was discarded for the good and 
sufficient reason that it didn’t work. Other results of the 
experimenting turned up genuine, real, advances in educa- 
tional techniques which have been retained. 

Most of the educational conservatives aren’t that bad, 
either, but one should identify the extremists and, we 
think stay clear of that particular camp. 

The die-hard educational conservative can be identi- 
fied by a set of arguments which include reverent refer- 
ences to “the three R’s” and usually conclude with a state- 
ment that, “youngsters should be taught the fundamentals 
so that they can cope with the problems which face the 
world today.” 

Appended to this is, usually, the outright statement 
or the implication that the candidate is old enough to have 
received his education during that golden era when “the 
basics were really taught.” 

The whole thing falls apart, though, when one pauses 
to consider the success with which the older generation 
managed to face and deal with the problems of its own day. 

The Apocalytpic horsemen are still at the post, waiting 
for another signal to ride, because we haven’t been able to 
put their steeds out to pasture; massive social problems are 
still with us. 

It seems pretty arrogant, to us, that people of a gener- 
ation whose record is one of very qualified success when 
it comes to dealing with the problems of the world, should 
be so confident that another generation in the same irnage 
would be able to come up with the answers. 

But as we say, there are many shades of liberals and 
conservatives in the school board election races. Compared 
to the extremists, the moderates don’t look too awful.

Medical Seif-Help 
Place for Se!f-Assertion 


A civil defense medical self-help program with the 
goal of training some 150,000 persons in San Mateo county 
within the next 18 months is a hopeful sign indeed. 

The San Mateo County Unified Disaster and Civil De- 
fense Area is being used as a pilot study in the national 
program tailored for disaster and civil defense needs. The 
program’s title, “Operation One in Four,” signifies the ob- 
jective of training one member of every American family. 

It was pointed out at a recent orientation meeting on 
the program that since 1910 the American people have lost 
90 per cent of their self-reliance. 

In the old days, many of the measures spelled out in 
this program were handled in the home. And for good 
reason, since many more Americans lived in isolated areas, 
often with little or no professional medical aid near at hand. 

This new self-help program is ambitious in scope. Its 
12 lessons include: radioactive fallout and shelter; hygiene, 
sanitation and vermin control; water and food; shock: 
bleeding and bandaging; artificial respiration; fractures and 
splinting; transportation of injured; burns; nursing care of 
sick and injured; infant and child care; and emergency 
childbirth. 

Aside from the immediate and tangible value of “Oper- 
ation One in Four,” the program is even more significant 
in what it could do to restore much self-reliance in Ameri- 
can life — needed in peacetime as well as in war. 

In our fast-paced life, fraught with accidents on the 
highway and elsewhere, all of us should be far more self 
sufficient than we are. All too often we fall back on the 
so-called professionals for the slightest thing — medical or 
otherwise.

State Water Problems

Passage of the $1.75 billion 
bond issue for the State Water 
Project in 1959 was the climax 
of a tough legislative struggle. 
Northern and southern Legis- 
lators had been so badly split 
over the water problem that 
the 1958 budget session was 
wrecked. For months after- 
ward, it looked as though no 
acceptable compromise could 
be worked out, but proponents 
of the project stuck to their 
guns, and a solution was even- 
tually reached. 

When California voters ap- 
proved the bond issue in 1960, 
many persons assumed that 
major controversy was ended 
and that steady progress could 
be made toward actual con- 
struction of the huge, vital 
project. However, many other 
jproblems popped up which 
have required study by our 
legislative committees, such as 
allocation of costs and reve- 
nues between various uses of 
the project, engineering for the 
important Delta works, and 
preservation of recreation. 

Much valuable research in 
these and other areas has been 
done in the past couple of 
years. 

Now a new round of legis- 
lative activity about water 


project financing has been 
started. 

Recently the Department of 
Water Resources released the 
news that it is considering the 
advisability of supplementing 
the $1.75 billion in general ob- 
ligation bonds by some $325 
million in revenue bonds, al- 
ready legally authorized. This 
news brought prompt and vig- 
orous legislative reaction. A 
Senate resolution, with 21 Sen- 
ators as co-authors, was intro- 
duced, calling on the Depart- 
ment and its director to aban- 
don any plans for issuance of 
the revenue bonds. 

A word about these revenue 
bonds, and the legal authoriza- 
tion under which their issuance 
would be permitted. The 1933 
Legislature passed a law autho- 
rizing the old Water Projects 
Authority to issue $170 million 
in revenue bonds to pay for 
construction of the Central 
Valley Project, later built by 
the federal government. A 
referendum was field agains¢ 
this law, and at a special elec- 
tion later that year, voters up- 
held the law by the close vote 
of 459,000 to 426,000. 

In the light of todays sup- 
port by southern counties of 
the state water plan, it is 


interesting to note that Los 
Angeles County then voted 
against approving the law, 
105,000 yes to 207,00 no 
votes. 

The bonds were never issued, 
because they could not be sold 
during the depression. 

Later, the law was amended 
to remove the $170 million 
limit on the amount which can 
be issued, and to transfer the 
issuing power to the Water 
Department. Therefore, it can 
set the amount of bonds. 

The Senate resolution of 
protest was quickly countered 
in the Assembly. An Assembly 
leader stated that he would in- 
troduce a resolution calling for 
a complete study of the use of 
revenue bonds as part of the 
water project financing. The 
Department will make a com- 
plete presentation of its pro- 
posal before the Assembly 
Water Committee about the 
time this appears in print. 

Just what effect two conflict- 
ing resolutions on this impor- 
tant matter might have is still 
a matter for debate in our leg- 
is lative corridors. In amy 
event, before any such reve- 
nue bonds could be marketed, 
court action would be neces- 
sary to validate their issuance. 
So it may be some time before 
our current water problem is 
resolved. 


Municipal Report: 


County ‘Dry’ History 


Time and again, the business 
of alcoholic beverage control 
creeps into the news. 

Menlo Park is in one of the 
most sensitive spots in the 
state in regard to this, since 
most of the city lies within a 
mile and a half of what used 
to be a part of Stanford Uni- 
iversity’s campus, now a shop- 
ping center. 

But even before Prohibition, 
the county was going ‘‘dry,” as 
was recently observed by 
George Whitesell of the “San 
Mateo Times.” 

Concerning “dryness” in the 
area, we quote a recent column 
of his: 

“Prohibition on the Peninsu- 
la did not come with a single 
turning off of the spigot. Nor 
did it sneak in. It was a sort of 
gradual affair with the Demon 
Rum retiring to prepared posi- 
tions. 

“The real bone dry era did 
not begin until the awful night 
of January 16, 1920, when the 
final ratification of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment and the 
Volstead Act took effect and 
the Federals shut off the joy 
juice for what they thought 
was forever. 

“Among those who remem- 
ber that night are Sheriff’s 
Captain Jack O’Brien, then a 
youngster working in an El 
Camino service station. What 
he remembers is that loaded 
auto after auto came by carry- 
ing stocks of booze that were 
to be hoarded by the mourners 
of the late John Barleycorn. He 
says that some of the drivers 
were loaded, too. 


“Commuters of the time 
came home with their arms 
full of gurgling bundles, 
much of it liquor bought at 
distress prices as desperate 
dealers closed out their 
stocks at any price. 

“But the story of Prohibition 
went back a lot further than 
that on the Peninsula. Local 
option laws had been in effect 
for years and some of the 
South Peninsula communities 
had been dry for a long time. 

“In San Mateo county the 
real pressure began in 1918. 

“Early in 1918 Redwood City 
moved to stamp out saloons 
and that city actually outlaw- 
ed them on June 30 of that 
fateful year. Outside of a 
scramble for the four whole- 
sale and seven restaurant 
booze licenses that were still 
permitted under certain re- 
strictions there was not much 
excitement as the bars closed 
their swinging doors for the 
last time 

“San Mateo closely follow- 
ed suit. 

“Early in May there were al- 
ready 250 signatures to a peti- 
tion to close the saloons and 
by May 21 this had climbed to 
500 and the city council order- 
ed an election. This was first 
set for July 11, and then post- 

poned until July 16. 

“The ‘wets’ fought back in- 
effectively. Their most severe 
move came when all the sa- 
loons, except one, closed down 
voluntarily for one night just 
to ‘show’ everyone how horri- 
ble this could be. 

“It didn’t work. On July 16, 


San Mateans voted 823 against 
saloons to 518 for the ‘Work- 
ingmen’s Clubs’. 

“This was a bit surprising 
considering the town had on- 
ly five precincts and 17 sa- 
loons. 

“The new law went into ef- 
fect on October 1 and the 
News-Leader, predecessor of 
The Times, reported: 

““SAN MATEO SALOONS 
PASS TO BEYOND—17 ARE 
DRAPED IN CREPE—There’s 
Grief Among John Barley- 
corn’s Followers’. 

“But the town was not dry. 
Four package and eight restau- 
dant licenses for liquor were 
still allowed. Hotels and res- 
taurants could serve liquor be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 9 p.m. with 
meals costing more than 20 
cents.

“Then local control was 
lost. World War I was in pro- 
gress and a war-time act 
corked the nation on July 1, 
1919. 

“This law was not taken 
seriouesly by many, but the 
following Volstead Act com- 

pleted the job. 

“Then California’s Wright 
Act, which incorporated the 
Volstead Act, became effective 
on July 29, 1921. 

“The long dry spell, relieved 
by bootleggers and ‘scoff-laws’ 
ended in March 1933 with the 
return of 3.2 beer. The Prohi- 
bition era really ended on De- 
cember 5, 1933, when ‘repeal’ 
brought a mighty celebration.

SUNDAY CLOSING LAW 


Editor, the Recorder: 


I read in last week’s issue of the Recorder where a 
bill (Senate Bill 845) has been introduced in the state 
senate to prohibit the sale of certain non-essential items in 
the state of California on Sunday. 


The bill, the way I see it, is discriminatory, it is re- 
ligious, it removes a great deal of an individual’s right of 
free choice, also Senators Rattigan and Burns, the sponsors 
of the bill, seem to set themselves up as judges in stating 
what is essential and non-essential items to be sold on a 
certain day of the week in California. 

The bill discriminates against those who observe a day 
other than Sunday as a day of rest. We have many in this 
state who observes Saturday, and some who even observe 
Friday as a rest day. 


The bill is religious even though the sponsors tell us 
it is not. Most legislation referring to Sunday, the day on 
which the majority of people go to church and worship, it 
cannot be other than religious. If the sponsors of the bill 
had picked some other day than Sunday, I might believe it 
is not religious, as they say. 

The bill removes the right of free choice for a great 
many people. If an individual wishes to do business on 
Sunday and close some other day of the week or remain 
open all seven days, it should be his privilege. As far as 
employees are concerned, there are very few employers 
who will not let their help off on Sunday if that is the day 
they wish to observe as a day of rest. 


The sponsors of the bill make a choice as to which are 
essential and non-essential items. How can they set them- 
selves up as the last word in what can be and what cannot 
be sold on Sunday? I dare say the opinions on this will 
vary in relation to the needs and interest of various line of 
work. 

I believe we should be tolerant and charitable toward 
all segments of society, not forcing anyone or any group to 
do what they believe is not right by legislation. 

It would be much better for all if the legislature would 
keep their hands off all legislation which has a religious 
connotation.

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Teaching Machines Seen as Aid To Retraining 


Can teaching machines help 
with the enormous job of keep- 
dmg the nation’s skilled work 
force up to date on technologi- 
eal changes affecting their 
jobs? 

A Stanford Research Insti- 
tute social psychologist be- 
lieves they can. In a talk Fri- 
day at the annual conference 
‘on Industrial Education at the 
Sheraton Palace, Donald S. 
Bushnell described an experi- 
mental re-training program for 
journeymen electricians in 
which teaching machines were 
pitted against live instructors. 
The course, which recently 


concluded, was organized and 
evaluated by Bushnell and oth- 
er Institute social scientists. 


One hundred electricians 
who volunteered for the re- 
view course on fundamentals 
of electricity were divided in- 
to three groups. The first 
group received instruction 
by machine only; the second 
had joint machine and live 
lecture instruction, and the 
third group, the control, re- 
ceoived identical instruction 
but in the conventional teach- 
er?lecture manner. 

The volunteers. were all 
members of San Maaeo County 
Local 617 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. The experimental 
program was sponsored jonnt- 

ly by the Electrical Construc-

San Mateo County, the Califor- 
nia State Bureau of Industrial 
Education, and the College of 
San Mateo, where classes were 
held. 


According to Bushnell, 
“Teachers can’t be replaced by 
machines, but machines can 
speed up the training job and 


‘make instruction more effec- 


tiv. 


“With these machines 
which display course materials 
and automatically test under- 
standing, we were able to cover 
the course material in about 
half the normal time. 

MEET EXPECTATIONS 

“All of the expected advan- 
tages of teaching machines 
proved true in this adult train- 
ing situation,” he added. Using 
the machines, students could 
proceed at their own learning 
rate and get immediate ma- 
chine feed back of correct an- 
swers. The machine program- 
med course material seemed 
to mesh with the individual 
student’s abilities, interests, 
and background better than 
live instruction. 

But an even more important 
advantage, Bushnell believes, 
lies in the machine’s impact on 
individual attitudes toward 
training. “Teaching machines 
guarantee successful 
learning because each man can 
go at his own speed and cover 
the material as many times as 
he needs to. While learning is 
still hard work, machines take 
the psychological risk factor 
out of adult education,” he 
said. 

“Adults, like children, 
want recognition as well as 
instruction in any education- 
al or training program. But 
these men who have already 
securely established them- 
selves in their trade have 
more at stake when they go 
into a classroom — their fu- 
ture and status among their 
co-workers. Some have learn- 
ed to fear the classroom situ- 
ation,” Bushnell pointed out. 

Of the three groups, the SRI 


team found that the combina- 


tion of machine and live in- 


‘struction was most satisfying. 


“Once the initial fascination of 
gadgetry wears off,’ Bushnell 
said, “the human instructor re- 
sumes his importance. He func- 
tions best as a discussion lead- 
er ,not a lecturer.” 

Another aspect of the SRI 
study focused on the key prob- 
lem of recruiting skilled work- 
ers for training programs.

Levison’s appointment to 
spearhead the final and most 
intensive phase of Stanford’s 
fund drive in San Francisco 
was announced by W. Parmer 
Fuller III, PACE co-chairman 
for the San Francisco Bay area. 

The campaign seeks financ- 
ing for Stanford’s “Plan of 
Action for a Challenging Era” 
—the PACE program. Its goal 
is greater excellence in all ar- 
eas of higher education. Stan- 
ford is an independent univer- 
sity without direct tax support. 

Levison, member of the 

class of 1921, was a pioneer 
in Stanford’s organized fund- 
raising activities in the 
’30’s. He said he is renewing 
his active role because of the 
high importance of the Uni- 
versity’s current capital cam- 
paign, not only to Stanford, 
but to the whole field of pri- 
vately - supported universi- 
ties. 

The first task of the new 
chairman will be to enlist 12 
San Francisco division leaders 
to help organize a volunteer 
force of nearly 500 committee 
members needed to make per- 
sonal calls on approximately 
3500 Stanford alumni and par- 
ents during 1963. 

Levison, a member of a four- 
generation San Francisco fami- 
ly, is an active leader in civic 
and philanthropic organiza- 
tions.

San Francisco 
College Dean 
Plans to Retire 


A senior member of the San 
Francisco State College facul- 
ty, Dean John H. Butler, 65, 
989 Menlo Oaks Drive, Menlo 
Park, is retiring from service 
after nearly 40 years according 
to President Paul Dodd of the 
College. 


Dr. Dodd said, “It is with 
deep regret that John Butler’s 
departure from active service 
to the College is announced. It 
is with profound respect that 
we commend his unceasing 
dedication to his professional 
responsibilities and to the in- 
stitution which he so faithfully 
and capably helped to build oy- 
er so long a time.” 

Dean Butler came to San 
Francisco in 1924 summoned 
by the founder of the Col- 
lege, President Fredric Burk. 
He was an instructor in edu- 
cation and rose to full pro- 
fessor and later became 
chairman of the department 
of education and dean of in- 
struction. 


In 1951, Dean Butler became 
the head of campus planning 
and was responsible for the 
major part of the master de- 
sign of the present campus 
near Lake Merced. He has pro- 
vided advisory assistance to 
numerous West Coast colleges 
on their building plans as well 
as furnished services to the 
presidents and deans of foreign 
universities sent by the Depart- 
ment of State. 

Dr. Butler took his AB at 
Morningside College, Sioux Ci- 
ty, Iowa, in English, 1920; he 
went to Columbia, New York, 
for his Masters Degree in 
School Administration and 
there originated Columbia’s 
first University News Bureau. 
He was awarded his Doctoral 
Degree in College Administra- 
tion at the University of Cali- 
fornia in 1932.

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In the Garden: 


All-Purpose 
Shrubs Are 
Everywhere 


Check any guide to landscap- 
ing in California and you'll find | 
certain shrubs which are men- 
tioned over and over again. 
You find them recommended 
for foundations, borders, patio 
plantings and even, occasion- 
ally, for use in containers. 
These are bread and butter 
shrubs in the nursery trade, 
shrubs which have stood the 
test of time to gain their popu- 
larity. 


One of the top members of 
this exclusive list is heaven- 
ly bamboo, also called sacred 
bamboo in its native China. It 
is not a bamboo, but it looks 
enough like one to deserve the 
nickname, Heavenly bamboo 
has the same featherly appear- 
ance as real bamboo, sending 
up canes from which a lacy 
foliage branches out. 


As time passes, these clumps 
become overcrowded with 
canes and the gardener should 
remove a few by cutting them 
off at the base to preserve the 
graceful looks. 


Heavenly bamboo is primar- 
ily green in color, but its 
leaves are ever tinged with 
bronze and in fall they take on 
even brighter hues of bronze 
and red. Inland this fall color- 
ing is often intense, but even 
along the coast you get some 
lovely autumn displays from 
heavenly bamboo. 


In spring, the heavenly bam- 
boo produces large clusters of 
small white flowers which are 
followed by berries that turn 
bright red in fall. In coastal 
gardens, temperatures are not 
always warm enough to insure 
good berry set but inland the 
berries are a big addition to 
the fall show. 

Heavenly bamboo grows to 
four or five feet in height and 
a dwarf variety is also avail- 
able which stays only half that 
height. Try it in tubs for an 
attractive display or use it 
wherever else in the garden 
you will. 

Another shrub which stands 
near the top of the “most wide- 
ly used” list is Oregon grape, 
One of several useful members 
of the holly grape family. The 
Oregon grape boasts glossy 
foliage which is not at all un- 
like the foliage of a holly or 
an oak. 

In spring it puts forth bright 
clusters of yellow bloom and 
these are followed by the blue- 
black “grapes” which give the 
family its common name. 

The Oregon grape is an ever- 
changing picture in the gar- 
den. In spring its new growth 
is a ruddy, bronze color and, 
of course, the spring bloom 
adds its splash of yellow. In 
summer, some of the mature 
leaves take on bright red color- 
ing and as the berries mature, 
they become ever more a deep 
blue-black. 

Then, in fall, the red or cop- 
pery coloring becomes even 
more pronounced until you | 
might think that here is a de-

Third on our list is the lily- 
of-the-valley shrub, a graceful, 
Slight drooping shrub of | 
considerable merit. It is more| 
widely used in northern than/| 
in southern California, but it) 
will do well wherever you | 
plant it if you give it plenty | 
of peat moss and leat moid in 
the soil. 


Lily-of-the-valley shrub is | 


worth any extra attention | 
which might be needed at 
planting time. Its deep ever 
green foliage and irregular 
growth patterns make it a 
shrub of distinction at any sea- 
son but in spring, when its 


myriad sprays of white or pink 
ish urn-shaped flowers are out, 
it is truly a thing of beauty 
These blooms look enough like 
lilies of the valley to warrant | 
the shrubs common name. Like 
the heavenly bamboo, it can be 
grown anywhere including a, 
tub.
